legumes.

telves freely, a stand may be obtained 
fear after year by allowing the plants 
lo shed seed. 
Hairy Vetch whether grown for hay 
>r for winter grating should be seed­ 
ed with one of the ama’’ grain* for 
supporting the vinelike 
vetch. 
The 
two plants make a grhater yield than 
m e alone. 
Such a mixture may be

For hay it should be 
grown with Fulghum oats or wheat, 
since red oats m ature too late. 
Prob- 
sbly narrow leaf vetch Is better for 
occupying Johnson grass meadows In 
winter than Is hairy vetfh. 
However, 
narrow leaf vetch Is not quite * 0 hardy 
to cAld as hairy vetch. 
The severe 
cold of last w inter killed nearly all 
Ihe former, while the latter withstood 
the cold better than most of our other 
winter legumes. 
Last year certain samples of nar­ 
row leaf vetch seed contained cockle 
seed 
The Alabama Experiment Sta­ 
tion (press bulletin 8 6 ) found that dis­ 
solving 6 1-4 pounds of nitrate of soda 
in one gallon of water gives a solu­ 
tion of such density that all cockle 
seed float and the vetch seed sink. 
The vetches should be planted In 
September or October. At the present 
blgh price of seed It would seem advis­ 
able to plant about 
2 0 pounds per 
acre. 
Inoculation for the vetches Is 
j generally necessary to get satisfactory 
j growth.

Marchioness of Brlnvllliers In

Root-knot or root gaula occurring on 
the root* of cotton and many 
other 
plants, causes each year a considera­ 
ble loss In yield. 
The affected plants 
iurn yellow and ce?ae to grow, and If 
die roots of these Ríanla aro exam­ 
ined, swellings or gauls of varying 
sizes can be seen. 
The swellings are 
caused by nematode worms which live 
In the soil and feed and multiply on 
flie roots of many plant*.

Sir Christopher Cradock, steeped In 
the traditions of Nelson, Collingwood 
and Rodney, deemed It the duty of a 
Brttfkh admiral to close with the en 
omy when found and rely upon the 
skill, seamanship and bravery of Brit 
1th seamen for the issue. 
The two flotillas, following almost 
parallel lines, steamed toward the 
south, the Germans between the Eng­ 
lish and the coast and nosing closer 
every moment. 
* 
At 6:30 the officer at the Scharn- 
horst’s telexmeter reported the dts 
tance from the Good Hope as 10,300 
meters. 
* 
At 6:32 the Scharnhorst and Gnei- 
senau fired the first salvo, two for 
ward guns, two starboard and two 
stern guns. The fire was concentrat­ 
ed on the Good Hope. 
The Germans 
continued firing twelve simultaneous 
volleys in the same manner at 10,000 
metres. 
The Good Hope could not at first 
reply on account of the heavy seas. 
For a time the German shots fall wide 
for the same reason. As the Germans 
edged nearer and nearer and the dis­ 
tance was reduced to 6,000 metres, the 
Good Hope began to reply, but could 
only utilise two nine-inch guns. Her 
six-inch guns were on such a low 
line that they were rendered useless 
by the gale.

rushing the smoke from the German j 
funnel» directly against the Brltitn, I 
and the German manoeuvres had plac­ 
ed the English against the crimson 
sun shining through from the lower­ 
ing clouds, thus making them sn ideal 
target. 
After the Good Hope bad fired three 
volleys a German projectile struck 
her tower. Fire followed and obliged 
her to ooabe firing 
The Good Hof*» 
turned to the starboard and the Mon­ 
mouth came forward to cover her and 
take up the fight. 
The distance was 
reduced to 6,000 metres 
The Ger­ 
man ships were able to use all guns, 
including their six-inch type 
Now the contest was between the 
Monmouth and the Glasgow and their 
four adversaries. 
The Otranto lay 
far out at sea tedlv damaged. 
Two 
of the German cruisers concentrated 
their fire of twelve 8.2-lnch guns on 
the Monmouth. At the flret broadside 
four shots went home. 
The German 
gunnery was exceptionally accurate. 
The eecond broadside holed the Mon­ 
mouth end set her on fire 
She then 
foundered after the Scharnhorst, with 
two mors shot», 
administered 
the 
coop de grace. 
The English gunnery, according to 
survivor», waa poor. 
The Monmouth 
only was able to get a shot between 
the two forwards guns of the Gnelse­ 
nau. 
Soma damage was done by an­ 
other shell from the Monmouth whleb 
penetrated the interior cabin, but did 
not explode. 
When the Monmouth 
went down th t opposing forces were 
at a distance of 4,500 metres. 
Up to this time the German admiral 
was engaged in getting nearer the 
enemy. 
Dominating by gun-fire, he 
gave up the Idea of using torpedoes, 
but having eunk the Monmouth, he 
feared the Good Hope or the Glasgow 
might endeavor to torpedo him. He. 
therefore, ^hanged his course slightly, 
to get nearer the ^ a s t, at the same 
time keeping up a hot fire on the re­ 
maining British veesels. 
The Glas­ 
gow, seriously damaged, now sheered 
off and made for the open sea. 
The Good Hope, hit by more shells, 
began to bum fiercely. 
A b f| ex­ 
plosion waa heard 
and 
the 
vessel 
turned toward the west. 
Night had completely fallen 
and 
the Good Hope, her aides red hot, 
was watehed by the little Otranto, 
gradually disappearing into obscurity 
red spot of fire plunging and 
struggling out to aee 
That was the last of the Good Hope. 
The admiral and all on board perish­ 
ed out in the storm on the Pacific In 
their flagship—converted into a glow­ 
ing furnace. 
Admiral Spee detached the Nürn­ 
berg to search for the Good Hope, but 
could find neither the vesser nor in 
dications of her having foundered. 
During the night the Germans in­ 
tercepted wireleaB messages from the 
Glasgow, which had managed to es­ 
cape, calling to her flagship, but there 
was no reply. Her wireless was seal 
ed forever by the angry Pacific. 
The Germans made no attempt to 
save the survivors of the Monmouth, 
as it was impossible to launch boats. 
And her plucky sailors 
died 
“out 
there" In the night. 
The conditions were all against the 
British—the storm, unfavorable nav 
lgatlng conditions and a practical In­ 
feriority of their guns. 
There can be no doubt that thl¿ 
fleet, though annihilated, upheld the 
traditions of the Royal navy. 
When 
the Germans themselves admit that 
“the British fought heroically," we 
know that the Good Hope carried a 
stainless ensign out to sea.
